Users o f public utility services 
seldo m attempt to co mpute the val­ 
ue to them o f such service. 
The 
value o f the service, o f co urse, co n­ 
templates benefits derived by the 
user. 
Mo st utility service repre­ 
sents value to the user far in excess 
o f its co st to him. 
Under regulatio n o f the utilities, 
which exists every where either by 
law o r thro ugh the o peratio n o f 
public o pinio n a public utility is en 
titled to earn a fair return o n the 
fair vaiue o f its pro perty if it can. 
It wo uld be quite as o bjectio nable 
to take fro m the co nsumer mo re 
than the service 
is reaso nably 
wo rth as it wo uld be to deprive the 
utility o f a fair return o n the fair 
value o f its pro perty . 1 he rate o f 
return, therefo re, to public utility 
co mpanies is lo gically an equitable 
divisio n o f the spread between the 
co st o f the service to the utility and 
the value o f it to the user. As the 
value o f the service to the user 
varies with his co nditio n and his 
needs fo r the service it may be as 
sumed that the rule which pro vides 
there shall be no discriminatio n as 
between co nsumers o f like class 
will tend to reduce the aggregate 
value o f the service. 
Fhe value o f a surgical o pera­ 
tio n, fo r instance, is wo rth to the 
perso n o perated upo n all that he 
can affo rd to pay o n the assump 
tio n that the o peratio n will pre­ 
serv e his life. Surgeo ns, no t being 
public utilities bo und by the rule 
mentio ned, are able to measure 
their charges by the value o f the 
service.
